Currant Creek Reservoir. Planning is in an 
advanced stage for roads, campsites, picnic areas 
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Currant Creek Camparound 
Ready for Campers 


Open and 
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One of the Forest Service's 
newest campgrounds, located at 
Currant Creek Reservoir in 
‚central Utah, is open and ready 
for campers this year. 

Part of the Racetrack Recrea- 
tion Complex located at the 
reservoir, the new campground 
boasts 96 campsites, each 
equipped with fire pit, table, and 
charcoal grill. Many of the sites 
have room for more than one 
vehicle which makes them 
attractive to large parties that 
like to camp together. 


Fishermen and boaters will 
especially like the new facility as 
it features a paved boat ramp, 
restrooms and ample parking for 
trailers. 

At the other end of the 
campground facilities are pro- 


vided for horsemen. There are 
mangers for feeding as well as 
ramps for loading and unloading 
horses. | 

One additional feature not 
often found in a Forest Service 
campground is a playground for 
the younger set. 


Campers at Currant Creek will 
notice one thing missing though. 
There are no garbage cans. The 
campground is one of those in 
the Uinta National Forest that is 
participating in a new you-haul-it 
-in, you-haul-it-out policy in 
regard to garbage. Even though 
it is strictly enforced, Forest 
Service officials estimate that it 
will save 550,000 this year in 
Currant Creek Campground 
alone. 

Fees at the campground are 


$4.00 per day per vehicle. There 
is a limit of sixteen days 
maximum per stay. 

In order to reach Currant 
Creek travel cast on Highway 40, 
past Strawberry Reservoir. The 
turnoff is just a couple of blocks 
before you reach Currant Creek 
Lodge which lies east of Soldier 
Creek Dam road. 

Turn north at the sign. Don't 
be discouraged by the road. 
There are some washboards and 
hills but the closer you get to the 
campground the better the road 
becomes. After seventeen miles 
you are on pavement and into the 
campground. If they ever do 
pave the road into Currant Creek 
it is destined to become one of 
the major campgrounds in the 

| state. Right now it is new and
